Bacteriological  analyses  of  the  water  taken  during  the  year 
indicate  that  its  quality  is  satisfactory.  In  order  to  combat  any 
tendency  to  plumbo  solvency  all  m w or  renewed  services  are  put 
in  copper.  Reservoirs  and  storage  tanks  are  reqularly  cleared  and 
filter’ screens  renewed  periodically  as  required. 

All  the  houses  in  the  area  are  served  by  a piped  water  supply, 
some  few  houses  having  only  one  tap  outside  the  house.
